“Affirmative Action” is the 
label given an intertwining set of 
local, state and federal 
regulations that prohibit job 
discrimination on the basis of 
race, color, religion, sex, age, 
ancestry, national Origin,

Said faculty member 
Shifra Goldman, “Without 
timetables, goals ~~ are 
meaningless, because you could 
say everything will be perfect in 
the year 2,000.

Humanities members 
push Fine Arts Dept.

A number of instructors now within the Humanities Division 
would like to break away to form a separate Fine Arts or Performing 
Arts Division, according to theatre arts instructor Robert Blaustone. 

“A separate division has been needed for some time,” he said. 
The proposed division would include Art, Dance, Music and Theatre 
Arts. The job of overseeing the Humanities Division is, ‘‘too much 
work for one individual,’ said Blaustone. 

James Harris recently resigned as Humanities Dean to return to 
teaching, and Blaustone feels this would be a good time to split the 
Humanities Division into two units. Blaustone explained, ‘‘We need 
someone that has a background in the performing arts.” 

Vice President of Academic Affairs, Richard Sneed, said that. at 
the Faculty Senate’s request, SAC President John Johnson 
appointed an ad hoc committee to make recommendations on the 
structure. The committee is made up of four faculty members and 
four administrators, and will act on Blaustone’s suggestion sometime 
next year. 

Blaustone said, ‘‘Most colleges in California have some type of 
separate fine arts program.’’ However, a random survey of 30 
colleges, from 102 in the state, reveals that only about half the 
colleges have a Fine Arts Division. 

Sneed said that the structure of an organization itself does not 
cause any problems, but that elements within the structure cause the 
problems. Dividing the Humanities Division will not necessarily solve 
any problems the fine arts instructors may have, remarked Sneed. 

Sneed said Blaustone’s proposal, ‘was a valid request that should 
be examined,” but added that the fine arts instructors, “cannot 
by-pass the joint committee.” 

Blaustone feels that the fine arts programs need leadership at a 
closer level than they are presently receiving. He said, “we need 
people that can see our program.”

THE DIRECTOR OF THE VETERANS Administration 
regional office in Los Angeles, John Miller, has announced that 
no VA education checks will be mailed out to students enrolled 
in VA education programs, even though students may be 
attending classes next month. 

The Veterans Education Employment Assistance Act of 1976 
eliminates prepayment of monthly allowances for VA trainees, 
effective June 1. 

New procedures for advance payment also are effective June 1. 
Advance payment at the beginning of a school semester, for the 
first month or partial month, plus the following month, will be 
made only if the school agrees to process advance payment and 
the student requests it in writing from the school. Previously, 
advance payment was automatic with enrollment. 

Because of the elimination of the prepayment provision, 
students who receive advance payment this September will not be 
issued a check until December 1.

32-year SAC career

The closing of the Spring semester marks the 
beginning of a period of transition for Thomas R. 
Trawick, head of SAC’s Safety and Security 
Department, upon his retirement starting July 1. 

“1 have a number of other things that | really 
want to do. Time is slipping by and I'd like to get 
started on a number of community service projects 
that I'd like to accomplish,” explained Trawick. 

Trawick’s retirement marks the ending of a 
32-year career within the District. ‘That's a long 
time,” said Trawick. “! always like to find 
something challenging to do and the various 
projects that | hope to accomplish will give me this 


challenge.” 


Not particularly liking the word “retirement” 
Trawick prefers to say that he is “changing gears 
or jobs”. Trawick has made some suggestions on 
how the system should be organized within the 
department so that it can function more 
efficiently than it does at the present.

“Can't 
remember just which year it was, but the most 
dramatic encounter we had as far as security is 
concerned is what | called the ‘year of the student 
protest,’ ’’ Trawick recalled. 

“We didn’t have any violence or anything like 
that, but it was a challenge to keep the peace on 
campus. And then the college slipped back into its 
normal routine,” he added. 


Concerning the new female officer on campus, 
Trawick said he hopes SAC will be able to have at 
least one woman security officer on campus during 
the day and, hopefully, at night. 

“My hope is that we will have a woman officer 
on every shift, they are very valuable to the 
effectiveness of certain investigations. Our one 
female officer is capable to handle any situation 
that comes up,’’ Trawick concluded.

Open letter to trustees 


Dear Board Members: 


Your recent decision to 
eliminate Physical Education 
from the general education 


requirement has come as quite a 
surprise to many members of the 
staff. 


It is unfortunate that while 
private groups in our community 
seek ways to improve the general 
health and physical fitness of the 
community our College, which 
should be an_ example of 
educational ideals, has seen fit to 
eliminate P.E. as a requirement. 
In essence your decision only 
results in a philosophical 
statement that says the Board of 
Trustees ‘’sees no value in health 
and physical education for 
graduates of Santa Ana College.’’ 


Contrary to statements in the 
press, there is no “savings of 
taxpayers’ money.” Classes will 
not be eliminated, teachers will 
not be released. Students simply 
will not be required to take P.E. 
for graduation. 


The rationale that students 
can decide for themselves _ if 
health and physical fitness are 
needed does not stand the test 
of time in education. If you 
were to drop the requirement 
for English, I’m sure a great drop 
in enrollment would occur as it 
would in any subjectsWould the 
assumption be that those who 
did not enroll in English were 
adequately prepared in grammar, 
reading and writing? | think not. 


The enclosed brochure (a 
copy was sent to the board) is 
only one example that explains 
the deterioration of the health 
and fitness of our community 


and one group’s effort to 
remedy the situation through an 
educational approach. Ironically, 
its goals are the same as our 
health and physical education 
Program at Santa Ana! | 
recommend that you take a 
Moment to read the article, and 
then apply its needs not only to 


our community and students but 


to your own personal health 
status! 

It is unfortunate that 
taxpayers in’ the Rancho 


Santiago District must not only 
pay taxes for community 
education but must resort to 
private groups to fill the voids 
that the Board of Trustees deem 
unimportant.

assure a good test score. Proper 
mental attitude is a necessity for 
doing well. A student who is 
nervous or apprehensive towards 
a test, will often forget an 
answer.

For the program to be 
successful, Trevitt feels that 
participants should come to the 
test anxiety session at least three 
to four weeks before the final. 
This gives students adequate 
time to fully understand and 
practice what they have learned.
